Areas  that  were  once  completely  industrial  in  nature  have  been  re-zoned 
to  permit  mixed  uses  including  a significant  increase  in  residential  density.  Many 
residential  areas  lie  adjacent  to  dark  freeway  overpasses  or  next  to  streets  that  are  not 
accepted  by  the  City.  You  saw  this  first  hand  when  we  opened  Progress  Park  over  a year 
ago.  While  we  have  seen  a significant  increase  in  residential  development,  the  City  has 
not  always  kept  pace  with  the  changing  infrastructure  needs  of  these  growing 
neighborhoods.  Lack  of  adequate  lighting  infrastructure  has  contributed  to  a number  of 
public  safety  problems  including:  car  break-ins,  illegal  dumping,  and  graffiti.  Additionally, 
the  overlapping  jurisdictions  of  local.  State,  and  private  entities  that  permit  and  install 
lighting  leads  to  inefficient,  confusing,  and  redundant  processes  for  neighbors  and  my 
office  who  are  looking  to  make  improvements.  What  can  you  commit  to  doing  as  Mayor 
to  prioritize  and  speed  up  the  permitting,  funding,  and  installation  of  new  lighting 
infrastructure  in  these  neighborhoods?  Would  you  support  efforts  by  the  City  to  install 
lighting  improvements  on  property  that  is  owned  by  Caltrans  (on  and  under  the  freeway 
overpasses)  or  on  streets  that  are  unaccepted?  (Supervisor  Cohen,  District  10)

.Meeting  Proeedures 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Franeiseo.  The  Board 
has  several  standing  committees  where  ordinances  and  resolutions  are  the  subject  of  hearings  at 
which  members  of  the  public  arc  urged  to  testify.  The  full  Board  does  not  hold  a second  public 
hearing  on  measures  which  have  been  heard  in  committee. 

Board  procedures  do  not  pennit:  1)  persons  in  the  audience  to  vocally  express  support  or  opposition 
to  statements  by  Supervisors  or  by  other  persons  testifying;  2)  ringing  and  use  of  cell  phones,  pagers, 
and  similar  sound-producing  electronic  devices;  3)  bringing  in  or  displaying  signs  in  the  meeting 
room;  and  4)  standing  in  the  meeting  room. 

Each  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by 
the  President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City 
representatives,  except  that  public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for 
twice  the  amount  of  the  public  testimony  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used, 
speakers  will  be  governed  by  the  public  testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting 
translation  assistance.  Members  of  the  public  who  want  a document  placed  on  the  overhead  for 
display  should  clearly  state  such  and  subsequently  remove  the  document  when  they  want  the  screen 
to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting. 

IMPORTANT  INFORMATION:  The  public  is  encouraged  to  testify  at  Committee  meetings.  Persons 
unable  to  attend  the  meeting  may  submit  to  the  City,  by  the  time  the  proceedings  begin,  written 
comments  regarding  the  agenda  items  above.

Board  procedures  do  not  permit:  1 ) persons  in  the  audience  to  vocally  express  support  or  opposition 
to  statements  by  Supervisors  or  by  other  persons  testifying;  2)  ringing  and  use  of  cell  phones,  pagers, 
and  similar  sound-producing  electronic  devices;  3)  bringing  in  or  displaying  signs  in  the  meeting 
room;  and  4)  standing  in  the  meeting  room. 

Fach  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by 
the  President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City 
representatives,  except  that  public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for 
tw  ice  the  amount  of  the  public  testimony  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used, 
speakers  will  be  governed  by  the  public  testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting 
translation  assistance.  Members  of  the  public  who  want  a document  placed  on  the  overhead  for 
display  should  clearly  state  such  and  subsequently  remove  the  document  when  they  want  the  screen 
to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting.

Board  procedures  do  not  permit:  1 ) persons  in  the  audience  to  vocally  express  support  or  opposition 
to  statements  by  Supervisors  or  by  other  persons  testifying;  2)  ringing  and  use  of  cell  phones,  pagers, 
and  similar  sound-producing  electronic  devices;  3)  bringing  in  or  displaying  signs  in  the  meeting 
room;  and  4)  standing  in  the  meeting  room. 

Fach  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by 
the  President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City 
representatives,  except  that  public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for 
twice  the  amount  of  the  public  testimony  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used, 
speakers  will  be  governed  by  the  public  testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting 
translation  assistance.  Members  of  the  public  who  want  a document  placed  on  the  overhead  for 
display  should  clearly  state  such  and  subsequently  remove  the  document  when  they  want  the  screen 
to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting.

The  Board 
hits  .se\eral  standing  committees  where  ordinances  and  resolutions  are  the  subject  of  hearings  at 
which  members  of  the  public  arc  urged  to  testify.  The  full  Board  does  not  hold  a second  public 
hearing  on  measures  which  have  been  heard  in  committee. 

Board  procedures  do  not  permit:  1)  persons  in  the  audience  to  vocally  express  support  or  opposition 
to  statements  by  Super\'isors  or  by  other  persons  testifying;  2)  ringing  and  use  of  cell  phones,  pagers, 
and  similar  sound-producing  electronic  devices;  3)  bringing  in  or  displaying  signs  in  the  meeting 
room;  and  4)  standing  in  the  meeting  room. 

Each  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by 
the  President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City 
representatives,  except  that  public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for 
tw  ice  the  amount  of  the  public  testimony  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used, 
speakers  will  be  governed  by  the  public  testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting 
translation  assistance.  Members  of  the  public  who  want  a document  placed  on  the  overhead  for 
display  should  clearly  state  such  and  subsequently  remove  the  document  when  they  want  the  screen 
to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting. 

IMPORTANT  INFORMATION:  The  public  is  encouraged  to  testify  at  Committee  meetings.  Persons 
unable  to  attend  the  meeting  may  submit  to  the  City,  by  the  time  the  proceedings  begin,  written 
comments  regarding  the  agenda  items  above.

[Formal  Policy  Discussions  - September  10,  2013] 

Pursuant  to  Charter,  Sections  2.103  and  3.100(7),  and  Administrative  Code,  Section 
2.1 1 , the  Mayor  shall  answer  the  following  eligible  questions  submitted  from  Supervisors 
representing  Districts  1,3,5,  9,  and  1 1 . The  Mayor  may  address  the  Board  initially  for  up 
to  five  minutes.  Discussion  shall  not  exceed  five  minutes  per  Supervisor. 

1 . Mayor  Lee  - As  you  know,  San  Francisco  has  set  ambitious  goals  to  combat  climate 
change.  In  many  ways,  the  City  is  making  great  strides  in  this  direction,  from  increasing 
bicycling,  to  pursuing  zero  waste  goals,  to  hiring  a new,  excellent  environmental  policy 
advisor  in  Rodger  Kim  who  has  a strong  background  in  environmental  justice  and 
community  engagement.  However,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  has  repeatedly  failed 
to  set  rates  for  CleanPowerSF,  the  most  impactful  local  proposal  yet  designed  to  curb 
carbon  emission.  This  program  was  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  legislative 
body  of  the  City.  However,  there  are  some  allegations  that  your  office  is  stalling  its 
implementation.  What  specifically  are  you  doing,  as  the  City’s  head  executive,  to 
implement  this  policy  in  a timely  fashion?

3.  Recognizing  the  constraints  imposed  by  state  law,  particularly  with  respect  to  opt-out 
provisions,  how  would  a clean  power  program  need  to  be  structured  in  order  for  you  to 
support  it?  Are  you  willing  to  work  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  have  your  staff  and 
commissioners  work  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  to  revise  CleanPowerSF  so  that  you 
can  support  it?

However, 
the  examples  of  PG&E's  immoral,  illegal,  and  greedy  behavior  are  legion: 

PG&E  avoided  admitting  fault  in  the  San  Bruno  explosion,  failed  to  cooperate  with 
the  investigation,  fought  against  paying  a fair  fine,  and  hopes  to  make  ratepayers  pay  for 
the  fine. 

PG&E's  current  electric  mix  is  only  20%  California-certified  renewable. 

Outages  of  PG&E-owned  streetlights  have  increased  over  400%  in  recent  years,  and 
PG&E  wants  to  increase  by  $600,000  a year  the  amount  it  charges  the  City  for  streetlight 
maintenance  without  committing  to  improved  service. 

Despite  the  fact  that  PG&E  already  has  some  of  the  highest  electric  rates  in  the 
country,  PG&E  is  seeking  to  further  increase  rates  in  each  of  the  next  three  years. 

While  PG&E  has  proposed  a new  Green  Tariff  program,  it  remains  only  a vague 
proposal  and  there  is  no  guarantee  that  it  will  ever  be  implemented. 

PG&E’s  previous  green  campaigns-such  as  ClimateSmart  and  "Let’s  Green  This 
City’’-have  proven  to  be  short  lived  and  ineffective  public  relations  stunts. 

Multiple  public  surveys  conducted  by  the  PUC  to  gauge  the  level  of  support  for 
CleanPowerSF  have  all  found  that  a substantial  number  of  San  Franciscans  want  the 
opportunity  to  pay  a slight  premium  for  a 100%  renewable  alternative  to  PG&E. 

Why  does  your  office  continue  to  oppose  providing  City  ratepayers  with  an  alternative  to 
PG&E’s  monopoly  by  implementing  CleanPowerSF?  (Supervisor  Avalos,  District  11)

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1.  130985  [Formal  Policy  Discussions  - October  8,  2013] 

Pursuant  to  Charter,  Sections  2.103  and  3.100(7),  and  Administrative  Code,  Section 
2.1 1 , the  Mayor  shall  answer  the  following  eligible  question  submitted  from  the 
Supervisor  representing  District  8.  The  Mayor  may  address  the  Board  initially  for  up  to 
five  minutes.  Discussion  shall  not  exceed  five  minutes  per  Supervisor. 

1.  Mr.  Mayor,  we  recently  held  a hearing  at  the  Land  Use  and  Economic  Development 
Committee  on  the  issue  of  illegal  double  parking  in  San  Francisco  - including  its  impacts 
on  traffic.  Muni,  cycling,  and  pedestrians  - and  the  City’s  enforcement  policies  and 
practices.  While  some  might  say  that  double  parking  is  an  innocent  infraction,  it  can 
create  traffic  jams  and  block  Muni.  On  our  light  rail  vehicle  lines,  a single  double  parker 
can  effectively  shut  down  the  line,  since  LRVs  cannot  swerve  off  of  their  tracks  to  get 
around  the  double  parker.  Moreover,  double  parking  often  occurs  in  bike  lanes,  causing 
cyclists  to  have  to  swerve  into  traffic,  and  double  parking  near  crosswalks  reduces 
pedestrian  safety  by  blocking  sight  lines.  While  double  parking  is  at  times  appropriate  - 
for  example  a delivery  truck  that  has  no  other  option  or  a paratransit  vehicle  dropping  off 
its  passengers  - double  parking  in  San  Francisco  has  become  the  wild  west.  All  sorts  of 
vehicles  - taxis,  private  autos,  delivery  trucks  - seem  to  park  in  the  middle  of  the  street 
whenever  they  want  and  even  when  there  is  space  to  pull  over. 

At  the  hearing,  we  heard  from  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  and  the  Police 
Department  that  double  parking  enforcement  outside  of  the  downtown  core  is  infrequent. 

For  example,  on  the  entirety  of  16th  Street  - which  goes  through  multiple  dense 
commercial  areas  - on  average  one  double  parking  citation  is  issued  every  other  day. 

On  the  entirety  of  Castro  and  Divisadero  Streets,  on  average  one  citation  is  issued  each 
day.  At  the  same  time  that  very  few  double  parking  citations  are  issued  outside  of  the 
downtown  core,  MTA  is  engaging  in  periodic  saturation  ticketing  in  our  neighborhoods  for 
minor  infractions  like  not  curbing  wheels  on  a slight  grade  or  vehicle  protruding  an  inch 
onto  a sidewalk  from  a driveway.  In  other  words,  MTA  is  engaging  in  significant 
enforcement  of  minor  infractions  while  not  enforcing  an  infraction  - double  parking  - that 
has  serious  impacts  in  our  neighborhoods. 

Mr.  Mayor,  what  will  you  do  to  ensure  that  double  parking  enforcement  is  a priority  where 
it  impacts  transit  riders,  pedestrians,  and  cyclists?  What  specific  goals  and  metrics  do 
you  propose  we  establish  to  ensure  that  the  most  impactful  double  parking  behavior 
becomes  an  enforcement  priority  for  the  MTA  and  the  Police  Department?  Will  your 
office  agree  to  report  back  in  a year  on  the  city’s  stepped  up  enforcement  efforts  against 
double  parking?

Meeting  Procedures 

The  Board  of  Supcr\  isors  is  the  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  The  Board 
has  several  standing  committees  where  ordinances  and  resolutions  are  the  subject  of  hearings  at 
which  members  of  the  public  are  urged  to  testify.  The  full  Board  does  not  hold  a second  public 
hearing  on  measures  which  have  been  heard  in  committee. 

Board  procedures  do  not  permit:  1)  persons  in  the  audience  to  vocally  express  support  or  opposition 
to  statements  by  Supervisors  or  by  other  persons  testifying;  2)  ringing  and  use  of  cell  phones,  pagers, 
and  similar  sound-producing  electronic  devices;  3)  bringing  in  or  displaying  signs  in  the  meeting 
room;  and  4)  standing  in  the  meeting  room. 

Each  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by 
the  President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City 
representatives,  except  that  public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for 
twice  the  amount  of  the  public  testimony  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used, 
speakers  will  be  governed  by  the  public  testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting 
translation  assistance.  Members  of  the  public  who  want  a document  placed  on  the  overhead  for 
display  should  clearly  state  such  and  subsequently  remove  the  document  when  they  want  the  screen 
to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting. 

IMPORTANT  INFORMATION:  The  public  is  encouraged  to  testify  at  Committee  meetings.  Persons 
unable  to  attend  the  meeting  may  submit  to  the  City,  by  the  time  the  proceedings  begin,  written 
comments  regarding  the  agenda  items  above.

Pursuant  to  Charter,  Sections  2.103  and  3.100(7),  and  Administrative  Code.  Section 
2.1 1 , the  Mayor  shall  answer  the  following  eligible  questions  submitted  from  Supervisors 
representing  Districts  1 and  3.  The  Mayor  may  address  the  Board  initially  for  up  to  five 
minutes.  Discussion  shall  not  exceed  five  minutes  per  Supervisor. 

1 . Mayor  Lee,  According  to  the  recent  Budget  and  Legislative  Analyst’s  report  on  San 
Francisco’s  eviction  crisis,  between  2009  and  2013  the  Richmond  District,  as  a whole, 
has  had  79  Ellis  Act  evictions  and  202  no-fault  evictions,  placing  my  District  among  the 
leaders  in  both  of  these  categories.  We  also  have  among  the  highest  number  of  seniors, 
many  with  mobility  issues.  Unfortunately,  the  Richmond  District  and  the  entire  west  side 
of  the  City  lacks  the  tenant  focused  services  that  are  concentrated  on  the  east  side  of 
town.  Given  the  tremendous  need  for  tenant  services  and  the  geographic  inequity  in 
their  distribution  within  San  Francisco,  I would  like  to  begin  exploring,  with  your 
assistance,  the  possibility  of  establishing  a multi-service  center  in  the  Richmond  District, 
that  would  include  tenant  focused  services.

The  Board 
has  ses  eral  standing  committees  where  ordinances  and  resolutions  are  the  subject  of  hearings  at 
w hich  members  of  the  public  are  urged  to  testify.  The  full  Board  does  not  hold  a second  public 
hearing  on  measures  w hich  have  been  heard  in  committee. 

Board  procedures  do  not  permit:  I)  persons  in  the  audience  to  vocally  express  support  or  opposition 
to  statements  by  Supervisors  or  by  other  persons  testifying;  2)  ringing  and  use  of  cell  phones,  pagers, 
and  similar  sound-producing  electronic  devices;  3)  bringing  in  or  displaying  signs  in  the  meeting 
room;  and  4)  standing  in  the  meeting  room. 

Each  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by 
the  President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City 
representatives,  except  that  public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for 
twice  the  amount  of  the  public  testimony  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used, 
speakers  will  be  governed  by  the  public  testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting 
translation  assistance.  Members  of  the  public  who  want  a document  placed  on  the  overhead  for 
display  should  clearly  state  such  and  subsequently  remove  the  document  when  they  want  the  screen 
to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting. 

IMPORTANT  INFORMATION:  The  public  is  encouraged  to  testify  at  Committee  meetings.  Persons 
unable  to  attend  the  meeting  may  submit  to  the  City,  by  the  time  the  proceedings  begin,  written 
comments  regarding  the  agenda  items  above.

Congresswoman  Nancy  Pelosi  recently 
encouraged  the  National  Park  Service  to  extend  the  time  period  for  public  comment  and 
to  take  into  account  the  significant  dog  uses  at  GGNRA.  Do  you  agree  that  the  GGNRA 
plan  goes  too  far  in  restricting  dog  access?  Will  you  work  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
and  our  Federal  representatives  to  encourage  the  National  Park  Service  to  alter  the  plan 
to  take  into  account  the  needs  of  dog  owners  and  walkers  to  use  these  properties?
